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THE HON. MARCEL DANIS NAMED SECRETARY-GENERAL 


March 31, 1998 — The Board of Governors has announced the appointment of the Hon. Marcel 
Danis as Secretary-General of Concordia University, succeeding Béréngere Gaudet. He will 
continue to be Vice-Rector, Institutional Relations, a position he assumed July 1, 1996. 


Me Danis’s duties have been expanded to include the coordination of six units: Archives, Legal 
Counsel, the Secretariat of the Board and Senate, Translation Services, Equity Programs and 
Information Services. The Office of Rights and Responsibilities now reports to the Rector. 


Marcel Danis joined the faculty of Loyola College in 1968 as a lecturer in the Department of 
Political Science. He was named Assistant Professor of Political Science in 1971, and became 
Associate Professor (of Concordia University) in 1977. 


In 1995-96, he served as Vice-Dean, Academic Planning, in the Faculty of Arts and Science, and 
in 1996-97, he served as Vice-Dean, Administrative Affairs. In recent years, has been a key 
spokesperson for the University in its relations with both government and the labour sector. 


Me Danis holds a Bachelor of Arts in political science from Loyola College (1965), an MA in 
political science from Fordham University, in New York (1971), and studied for a doctorate in 
constitutional law and political science at the Université de Paris. He obtained his law degree 
from the Université de Montréal in 1971, and continues to be affiliated with a Montreal law 
firm. 


From 1984 to 1993, he was the Member of Parliament for Verchéres. Among his parliamentary 
posts, he was Deputy Speaker of the House of Commons (1984 to 1990), Deputy House Leader, 
Minister of State for Youth, Minister of State for Fitness and Amateur Sport (1990-1991), and 
Minister of Labour (1991-1993). He is a member of the Queen’s Privy Council.
